Project Area Description

The Medway Industrial Park (Park) is located in the western portion of Town. off Route 109,
near the intersection of Interstate Route 495, see Figure 1. The Park contains approximately 15
parcels of land that are currently zoned for industrial use. The Park has been projected to support
a potential of 1.8 million square feet of light industrial development that would generate
approximately 50,000 gallons per day (gpd) of wastewater.

Tata & Howard prepared a report for the Town in February 2000 on wastewater disposal
alternatives for the Park. The report evaluated the feasibility of treating the wastewater that is
generated in the Industrial Park in an on-site treatment plant with disposal of treated effluent to
the groundwater underlying the Park. The evaluation concluded that the soils within the Park are
not amenable to disposal of all the wastewater that could potentially be generated at full build out
of the Park. In addition, substantial wetland resource areas and a shallow groundwater table
would further limit the siting of a groundwater disposal system within the boundaries of the Park
under current Massachusetts 310 CMR 15.00 Title V regulations.

In consideration of the Park’s close proximity to Route 495, the lack of a suitable means to
dispose of wastewater is likely to be the primary impediment of further development to the Park.
The nearest point for potential connection to the Town’s existing sewer system is located at the
interscction of Village Street and Franklin Street.




Land Impacts

The Medway Industrial Park project will consist of the installation of approximately 22,000 If of
8-inch, 12-inch and 18-inch diameter gravity sewer main, one {1) submersible pump station and
associated 6-inch diameter force mains to service the Industrial Park.

The proposed sewer shall be installed within the right of way from the Indusirial Park Jocated oiff
Route 109 i¢ an existing manhole located at the intersection of Village Street and Frankiin Street.
The route wili travel along portions of Alder Street. West Streew. Holbrook Sireci. Main Street.
Village Street, Rob Wav, and Waterview Drive. in addition. some of the proposed route will
travel through an abandoned ratlroad bed iraveling parallel with Village Street and cross countrs
from Holbrook Street to West Street. The Town 1s curtentty n the process of evaluating all areas.
requIring easements. Prior wo construction, tand acquisiion, sasements and/or “takings™ shall be
compieled.

As previously mentioned. the gravity sewer main will be installed in the right of way of existing
roads for the majority of the route. However. the sewer main instalianons will require two (2)
brook crossings. five (5) wetland crossings and approximaltely 186.000 square {ect of temporary
disturbance within the 100-{oot bufler zone of the bordering vegelated wetiands.  Fhe mmpacis
caused by the proposed work are anticipated to be negligible.

Wetlands, Waterwavs. and Tidelands Impacis

The gravity sewer main will be installed in the right of way of existing roads for the majority of
the route. However, the sewer main installations will require two (2) brook crossings. five {5t
wetland crossings and approximately 186.000 square feet of temporary disturbance within the
100-foot bufier zone of the bordering vegetated wetlands. All crossings and buffer zone work
will result in a temporary disturbance of the resource arca. These crossings wili be fimited 1o a
maximum of 20 feet wide disturbance and no changes in grade or elevations will be permitted
within the resource area in an effort to minimize the impacts.

The disturbance 1o the wetlands 1s temporary in nature. No additional clearing or maintenance ot
the sewer main route within the resource arcas will be performed after construction ts completed.
The wetland resource arcas will be restored and the native species will be permitted o grow
back after construction is complete, replication of the temporarily disturbed wetlands is not
required.

During the installation within the buffer zonc and the resource area. haybales and siltation fence
will be installed along the sewer main route to mitigate sediment {rom resource areas and the
trench will be backfilled with the excavated native material. The excavated matertal will be
stockpiled according to separate soil horizons Lo facilitate the layered replacement of the horizons
during backfilling. Careful attention to the uppermost soil horizons will be made during
replacement of thesc soil layers in an effort 10 promote the repopulation of the disturbed wetland
area as quickly as possible.

Lastly, the work proposed within the resource area will be conducted during late summer and
early fall when groundwatcr levels are typically at their lowcst in an effort to minimize the
resource area disturbance. In addition, the wetland crossings and brook erossing will occur
during frozen ground conditions in the winter. The impacted avea will be restored Lo existing
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grades; no filling of the resource area is proposed.

Wastewater Impacts

Approximately 5.445 linear feet of proposed sewer main will be installed cross-country and
outside the existing right of way  The cross-country routc will resulf in the temporary
disturbance of approximately 110.000 square feet and will be limited to a maximum of 20 feet
wide and shall be temporary in nature. The Jong term impacts caused by the proposed work are
anticipated to be negligible.

It is anticipated that the Industrial Park and the potential additional residential connections ajong
the route will generate approximately 86,630 gallons per day of wastewater. The wastewater will
flow by gravity from the industrial Park 10 an existing manhole at the intersection of Village
Street and Franklin Street prior to being weated at the Charles River Pollution Control District
(CRPCD) Jocated off Village Street. The sewer extension meets the goals and intent of the Town
of Medway's Sewer Master Plan developed tn 1999, Based on information provided by the
Town. the CRPCD and existing collection system prior to the CRPCD are capable of handling
the additional tflow. Therefore, the impacts caused by the proposed project are anticipated to be
negligible.
